WORLD PUBLIC OPINION AND U.S. PROGRESSIVES HAVE 
SYMPATHIZED WITH AND SUPPORTED THIS STATEMENT AND DEMANDED 

THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT IMMEDIATELY END ITS 
ADVENTUROUS ACT. 

ACCORDING TO RECENT REPORTS FROM GUAM, THE UNITED 
STATES HAS REFUSED TO GIVE UP ITS INTENTION OF CARRYING 
OUT THIS UGLY ACT AND IS MAKING INTENSIVE PREPARATIONS 
SUCH AS TRAINING MEN HOW TO PILOT THE SHIP AND PUTTING 
IT OUT TO SEA ON A TRIAL RUN. THE UNITED STATES HAS 
DECLARED THAT THIS SHIP WILL DEPART IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

MEANWHILE, TO DODGE ITS RESPONSIBILITY, THE U.S.

OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS SPOKESMAN IN HIS 4 OCTOBER STATEMENT, 

THE DRV MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS SEVERELY CONDEMNS 
THE ABOVE IRRESPONSIBLE AND ADVENTUROUS ACT OF THE U.S. 

GOVERNMENT. THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE UNDERSTAND THE DESIRE 
OF THE DIVIDED FAMILIES FOR A PROMPT REUNION, BUT THEY ARE
